= | HEREAS the Cloth, and other Wollen-M anufaQures of 'tbis Kingdome, is 2 great and 
CM bencficiall Trade, and thoſe Commodities have formerly been brought up, fromthe ſeyerall 
E parts of chis Kingdomes to Our City of Loxdos, as the great Scaple of that Trade, atid been from 
thence Vented unto ſeverall parts beyond the Seas, by the Companyot Merchants: Adventure!7, 
| and others: which courſe cannot now be continued, in reſpect the ſaid City , and meof the 
Wl Merchants, reſiding thercin,arein Rebellion againſt Us: which occaſioned Us to prohibite all 
Trade thereunto, We have therefore thought fir, in contemplation of the advantage this 
HS] Trade brings unto Our Kingdome in generall, in Yending the Woolls, and imploying ſo-many 
Dn: of Qur poor Subjets in the ManufaRury thereof , eſpecially in Our Welterneparts, ( whole 
fidelity and obedience to Us, daily invites Us to afford them all favour and advantage) hereby to publiſh and declare, 
ThatOur Pleaſure is, That from the ſeverall Cities, Townes, and places of this Kingdome, novv in obedienceto Us, 
and not under the power and opprelsion of the Rebells, it ſhall be: lawtull for any Our Loyall Subjets to carry all 
kindof Cloth , and other Wollen-Manufacturies whatſoever, to any Port or Ports, which cither now are, or ſhallbe 
in Our obedience, and poſſeſsion; And from thence (paying the Cuftomes, and other paymentstoUs, and hikevviſc 
fuch other payments, as have been ulually anſwered and paid for Licences of white Clothes) ro Ship and Tranſpaxc 
theſameto any forraigne place in Amity with Us. Which Licence We hereby likewile give to all Merchants, Stran- 
gers, andthcir Fators > they only paying to Us Strangers-Cuſtomes, and payments, andſuch other payments, as 
have beea uſually anſwered, and paid for Licences of white Clothes. - And rothis purpole, We Command all Our 
Admiralls, Vice-Admiralls, Capraincs of Ships, Capraines of Forts, Cuſtomers, Comprroliers, Searchers, and all other 
Our Officers, Miniſters, and loving Subje&s, to give way ts the exportation of the [a ac; and chat they givethe Meg. _ 
chants neither in their ſhipping, nor whenthey are at Seaany interruptiontherein?” they producing their Coekers, 
thatthey ſhip's forth their Lading from aPortunder Our obedience, and in Qur poſſeſsion. «And likewiſe We Comp = 
mand all Genexalls, Colonells, Captaines of Horſe, and Foot, and other Our Officers of Our Army, - That in their con- 
vcying the ſaid Commodities from.any inward part of the Country, to any Portas aforeſaid, they give no interruption.
